■ Services 

Of the functions included with Lexus Enform with Safety し onnect, Destination Assist, 
eDestination, and Lexus Insider can be achieved by making DCM cooperate with the 
navigation system. 

These are subscription-based telematics services that use Global Positioning System (GPS) 
data, embedded cellular technology to provide safety and security as well as convenience 
features to subscribers. The services are supported by Lexus' designated response center, 
which operates 24 hours per day, 7 days per week.
